Cruelly to Animals. 

STARVING DO09 AND CATS AT HOTTING DEAN, 
IN ENGLAND, 



The London "Stuutlard" of April 23 
has tLio following:— It may bo remem- 
bered lliaton t wo occasions during the 
past three years proceedings have been 
taken against Mrs. Chautrell by the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, for starving a 
large number of eats and dogs at her 
house in Rottiugdean, near Brighton. 
Convictions were obtained in each pro-_ 
Becutiou, and -Mrs. Chautrell appealed 
against both decisions, the latter be- 
ing two mouths' imprisonment with- 
out the option of paying a pecuniary 
penalty. At Quarter Sessions the con- 
victions were affirmed, but in the latest 
appeal her counsel obtained leave to 
state a case for tho opinion of the 
Court of Queen's Bouch, defendant 
" being out on bail meanwhile. The 
condition of the animals, however, as 
far as could bo ascertained (for her 
house was bolted and barred against 
visitors), has not improved, and in 
consequence last week an officer of 
the society gained admission by strata- 
gem, with ttij sanitary inspector, to 
defendant's house, where he found a 
considerable reduction in the number 
of animals, but those still living were 
in a terrible condition of emaciation 
and Buffering. An old woman, who 
had been left in charge of the animals, 
also appeared starved, and she stated 

Chancery. Upon receipt of the offi- 
cer's report in London, tho Secretary 
of tho society instructed Mieir solicitor, 
Mr. Leslie, to appear before A'ico 
Chancellor Malins on Tuesday last, 
and make known to him the present 
condition of the animals, and apply 
for directions to prevent a continua- 
tion of the cruelty, when it transpired 
that the Receiyer of the Court was not 
already in possession at Rottiugdean. 
Tho Vice Chancellor, however, upon 
reading the officer's statements, assur- 
ed Mr. Leslie that. the Receiver should 
take possession immediately, and be 
instructed to pass the animals into the 
societiy possession should he find 
them iu the Buffering condition des- 
cribed. Accordingly Mr. Leslie, di- 
rected by tho Secretary, took an early 
train on Tuesday morning last for 
Brighton; on arriving at Rottiugdean 
the house was found to be barred and 
barricaded to prevent his admission 
Reinforced by Constables, the Sanitary 
Inspector, and a veterinary surgeon 
the party determined to force an ad- 
mission; great atones were hurled at 
the gates and front door, and eventu- 
ally Mrs. Chautrell, armed with a 
bludgeon and poker, appeared on her 
door-step and defied the party to en- 
ter. Admission was speedliy gained, 
when not a single animal could be 
found on the premises, although the 
remains of several dead ones went seen. 
Tho doors of several rooms were lock- 
ed, which .Mrs. Chantrell refused to 
open, alleging that the key had been 
lost. A search was made, and 
every room examined, but without dis- 
covering anything more than tho tra- 
ces of dead animals. Ultimately the 
living animals were found iu an ad- 
joining cottage, they having been re- 
moved by Mrs. Chantrell subsequent 
to the order of tho Vice Chancellor al- 
luded to. An indescribable scene of 
misery and suffering pervaded this 
place. The attenuated frames of liv- 
ing cats were found with the carcases 
of dead animals, ami in a cupbord tho 
nkolotons of upwards of lifty cats were 
disclosed. In other places a number 
of dogs were found in the last stage 
of poverty and diseaso, upon seeing 
which tho veterinary surgeon assured 
Mrs. Chantrell it was an act of cruelty 
to pormit any of her animals to live. 
Tho actual back-bone of one of tho 
dogs was exposed to view, and another 
dog, a shriveled, wan looking creature, 
gave birth to a pup during tho Visit, 
anil being pressed by hunger, shortly 
afterwards devoured if. Those poiv 
eons who witnessed the eager raven- 
ous strugglos of thoso wretched brutes 
to obtain food which was thrown 
among thorn will never forget the 
Hcono of weakness and ferocity which 
followed. Mrs. Chantrell obstructed 
tho search with threats of violence, 
and porsislently refused to permit any 
of Uig animals to bo destroyed. Her 
loud language caused a large crowd 
to asaomblo around tho house, and the 
pooplo at ono time threatened to break 



in for tho purposo of putting an end 
to the cruelty, and venting their in- 
dignation on the strange person who 
had caused it. Tho polico managed, 
ho»vovor, to keep back tho crowd, and, 
a suflicient quantity of poison having 
boen procuicd, the whole of tho ani- 
mals excepting two wore put out of 
their misery. Theso extraordinary 
proceedings caused irreat excitement, 
which was protracted by Mrs. Chan- 
trell's wilful resistance until near upon 
midnight, tho entire neighborhood 
having turned out to wituoss the ter- 
mination of a nuisance, as well as 
cruelty to animals, which had urihap- 
pily boen continued by her for throe 
or four years, in defiance of tho mag- 
istrates, tho police and society.

He reached for that seat with 
joyous strides, and her eyes answered 
his delighted looks. But just as ho 
got there an elderly party from tho 
other end of tho ear waltzod up the 
aisle and dropped into tho coveted 
seat. Tho young man approached 
moro slowly, and accosted tho young 
lady. "How is your brother?" he 
asked. "Is ho ablo to get out?" "Oh, 
yes," she said. "Will he lie very bad- 
ly marked V" he continued, and tho 
old gentleman grew sudelenly interest- 
ed. "Oh, no," said tho fair deceiver; 
"with the exception of a few small 
pita on his forehoad, you would never 
know ho had over had it." "Wore 
you not afraid of taking it?" the young 
man went on, while tho old gentle- 
man broke out into a cold perspiia- 
tion. "Not at all," sho .replied; "I 
have been vaccinated, you know." 
Tho seat was vacated instantly, two 
young hearts beat as half-a-dozen, and 
tho prattle of "nico talk," strewed 
that part of tho car, while a grey- 
haired old man scowled upon them 
froni tho hard accommodation of tho 
wood-box.

Party Government. 

"We aro of those who boliovo that 
this Provinco will never bo well gov- 
erned until Party Government, pure 
and simple, with all tho responsibili- 
ties and combinations appertaining to 
parties in older countries, founded 
upon a code of principles that will in- 
sure an economical, honest and effi- 
cient di.schargo of tho public business, 
shall have been inaugurated. Hereto- 
fore there havo been no parties in Bri- 
tish Columbia. Men when they dill' 
ored have differed as to men. The 
contests havo been purely personal. 
Tho old motto of Measures not Men 
has been fairly reversed, and Men not 
Measures has been the war cry. Every 
canvass has been personal in its char- 
acter. Did a candidate seek to beat 
down an opponent, the last thing that 
ho appeared to think of was to attack 
his principles. But the indulgence in 
Bharp, biting remarks and offensive 
allusions to some personal defect of 
tho opponent have been the favorite 
political weapons of warfare If no- 
thing damaging was known about a 
candidato himself, his remoto ances- 
tors have been known to furnish the 
pabulum upon which the electors were 
fed. In ono instance evon tho sacred 
portals of tho grave were wrenched 
open to furnish food for political 
ghouls. "With, perhaps, three or four 
exceptions the members of tho House 
that assonibled iu 1871 wero selected 
to represent tho constituencies be- 
cause they were personally preferred 
to other candidates. Principle never 
entered into the contest. The first 
Premier was returned at the head of 
the poll because he was thoroughly re- 
spectable. The present Premier rnado 
his election sure through earning, at 
considerable expense, tho reputation 
of being gay and festive. If either of 
hese gentlemen had raised the ban- 
ner of Separation or Annexation they 
would have been quite as successful. 
They had secured the ear of the eon- 
^gj^itueucies, if not their confidence, and 
Mn" thoy would havo gone with flying 
colors. Wo do not believe that the 
effects of a porsoual system of govern- 
ment havo proved so beneficial to the 
country that tliere is much danger 
of tho experiment being tried 
again. On tho contrary, we 
have good reason to know that in 
a majority ot cases the constituencies 
are heaitily tired of their representa- 
tives, and that they will seize the first 
opportunity of ridding themselves ol 
men who, if they possess princi- 
ple or common sense, have never 
made a display of either quality. Take 
the Silent Brigade as an example. This 
force contained seven full grown 
men who had mistaken their vocation. 
They would sit on the floor of the 
House and vote on every and all ques- 
tions that came before them with a 
gravity and silence that would have 
done credit to an owl caught out 
after sunrise; but ask ar y or all ol 
Uiose gentlemen why they voted ns 
they did, and not one of theft) could 
give you an intelligent answer. These 
houoiable gentlemen voted away i" al- 
ly one million of dollars last session, 
without uttering a word be} ond the 
monosyllabic "Aye!'' It never seem- 
ed to occur to one of them to inquire 
how tho money if borrowed was to be 
repaid. All they knew or cared to 
know was LlutfaLlicy were asked to vote 
as they did by the Government. That 
was enough. Threaten one of the 
brigade with the vengeance of his con- 
stituents and he would inform you 
with the gelidity of an iceberg that he- 
was unpledged to any particular poli- 
cy. Ho was elected, his would say, to 
go to the House; he could not say why, 
— perhaps it was in consequence of 
his "good looks;" but, at any rate, he 
was there to exercise his own judg- 
ment^) and he meant to do it without 
consulting evon the persons who sent 
him there. If either of these gentle- 
men could have risen in his place and 
expressed his "judgment," there 
would havo been little fault to find 
tvith him; hut all seemed "tarred 
with the same brush." They were ut- 
terly iucapahlo ol understanding the 
simplest question before them, or ut- 
teriug a word in explanation of their 
votes. Such a disgraceful state ol 
things would not continue a single ses- 
sion in any ooautry wiimu Puifcv Gov- 
ernment, exists. We are persuaded 
that it can never again occur hen.' 
whilst Kesponsiblo Government lasts. 
The important changes in the Consti- 
tution four years ago brought with 
them now responsibilities which the 
People have beau slow to recognize 



and assume; but wo aro firmly con- 
vinced that the injurious effects of the 
legislation of tho first Parliament, tho 
manner in which tho wishes of the 
c mstituoncios were ignored with tho 
remark that "wo were not pledged to 
carry out any particular codo of prin- 
ciples" have so aroused them that all 
c indidates'who may now or hereafter 
seek their suffrages nt the approaching 
contest will bo compelled to declare in 
f ivor of a complete and radical Ri;- 
POBM in every branch of the public 
service.

Rearrest of the Bot O'Connor at 
Buckingham Palace. — Tho British Medi- 
cal Record says: — "We understand that 
the lad O'Connor, whoso public outrage 
on the Queen on the day aftor tho public 
Thanksgiving for tho recovery of tho 
Prince of Wales, will bo remembered by 
all, was taken in custody ou tho day of 
the drawingroom on tho 5th current, at 
the precise point near tho railings in 
Buckingham Palace whore ho mado his 
previous attempt and was arrested. It 
will be remembered that on tho former 
occasion strong medical testimony waa 
tendered of tho boy's insanity. Had duo 
weight been assigned to that evidence, 
O'Connor would havo been placed in 
safe keoniug and under proper care, and 
Her Majesty nould not have been ox- 
posed to tho further risk incidental to 
tho insane impulses of this lad, whoso 
lunacy is now placed beyond doubt, ami 
who has now been consigned to Han well 
by tho order of Sir Thomas Henry based 
upon two medical certificates. It will 
bo rememborod that iho sentence upon 
O'Connor, who presented a flint pistol 
with tho ono hand and a petition for ro- 
lease of tho Fenian prisoners with tho 
other, was to one year's imprisonment 
and a whipping with a birch rod. The 
latter part of the punishment, it is un- 
derstood, was not inllictod. On release, 
ho was sent to Australia, and has. fre- 
ijuentlv since forwarded letters to this 
country containing unquestionable proof 
of mental aberration. Recently he found 
his'way back to England, and here he 
has also afforded evidence of insane ten- 
dencies and dangerous impulses. On tho 
day of tho drawingroom ho was recog- 
nized by detectives on duty in tho neigh- 
borhood of Buckingham Palace, at the 
very spot where his previous outrage 
wan ooinmittedt apparently waiting for 
tho return of the Queen from thu Jraw- 
ingroom, which she was thon attending 
at St. James' Palace. Ho is alleged to 
bo tho subject of both suicidal and homi- 
cidal impulse, besides other dangerous 
mental aberrations. He is a descendent 
of Fergus O'Connor, who died insane, 
after committing a dangerous assault 
upon a member of tho House of Com- 
mons in tho lobby of tho House." The 
Pall Mull Gazette says:--" We understand 
that the arrest of O'Connor was made as 
the result ol u surveillance which was 
kept ou his proceedings by tho polico on 
the advico of a medical man. Connor 
had, up to the moment that ho was taken 
into custody outsido Buckingham Palace 
by the police, committed no overt act of 
insanity, but his whole correspondence 
both durinz his stay iu Australia and 
since he slipped over to England, is 
fraught with mental aberration, and when 
examined separately by two medical men 
the proofs of activo mental disease, de- 
lusion and dangerous impulse were such 
that, on tbP facts stated in their certifi- 
cates aud aE tho result of his own inves 
tigation, Sir Thomas Henry had no hesi- 
tation in issuing an order for his removal 
to a lunatic asylum. Although occasion- 
ally subject, as his letters and conversa- 
tion testify. to homicidal impulses, there is 
reason to believo that his immediate ob 
ject on this occasion was rattior to survey 
the ground anil renew the oxcitcmont of 
his former attempt by suddenly present- 
ing himself before her Majesty at tho 
same spot prior to 'seeking an honorable 
death' beneath her earringe wheels." 

A correspondent of the Paris Figaro thus 
describes some remarkable American cus- 
toms which will be now to most people. 
Ho sajs: "In winter evenings, when 
tbore comes up ous of those dense fogs 
which aro bo common over in America, 
it is no unusual thing to meet in the 
streets a man carrying a lantern, which 
resembles ono of our magic lantezna. He 
selects a frequented spot, and when the 
crowd becomes dense around him he 
turns his lantern towards tho lowering 
clouds. At that instant, aiiif by miracle, 
tho bystanders behold in tho midst of the 
heavens, which do duty for a curtain, a 
gigantic advertisement recommending 
some dry goods establishment or olothing 
store The second example is more sim- 
ple, but not less ingenious. Ono often 
passes on tho street a citizen walking 
rapidly, and treading with all his weight 
on the sidewalk. You draw near, and on 
the asphalt, in t ho traeo left by tho foot- 
prints of tho personage in question, you 
read an advertisement, printed in clear 
and elegant characters. Tho man was a 
walking advertisement, and ho wore 
shoes with nailed letters en their soles."

Europe- 

London, Juno 14. — Tho ship Cut- 
zau, which arrived nfc Belfast from 
San Francisco, May 10th, bna boon 
damaged at the former place by a col- 
lLsion with the dock. 

A dispatch from Paris to tho Lon- 
don "Standard" says it is ascertained 
that Russia has withdrawn from the 
alliance of tho three Emperors, and a 
now alliance has been formed between 
Gonna iy and Sweden. 

Tho American Rifle Team, which 
arrived at Queenstown to-day ou the 
Earl of Chester, waa met outsido t bo 
harbor by a delegation from tho Cor- 
poration and the Irish Association. 
Among the delegation wore Mayor 
Leech, Capt. of the Irish team, and 
Alderman Manning. The Americans 
were escorted to Qucenstown, and on 
their arrival they met with an enthu- 
siastic reception from tho population. 
They left for Cork by the evening 
train. They will proceed to Dublin 
to-morrow. On tho arrival of tho team 
at Qucenstown they received from tho 
Police Inspector licenses to carry arms 
during their stay in Ireland.

New York, June 14.— The 'Herald' 
claims to hive discovered tho drug- 
gist who stild Beecber the poison 
w hich Moulton mentions in his testi- 
mony and reproduces an entry in his 
books of tho charge: May 13, 1S71. — 
"One ounce of prussic acid, 50 cents." 

The recent rumors of new evidence 
against Beecher arose from tho follow- 
ing facts: A few days ago, after the 
close of the testimony in tho trial, 
Morris wad informed that Mr. Lou- 
der, an upholsterer doing business on 
Fulton street, Brooklyn, would have 
boon an important witness. His story 
was that years ago, beforo Mr. Louder 
wont into business for himself, he had 
a job in upholstering at Tilton's resi- 
dence. Ho was in tho hall-way of the 
house whoa Beecher entered and was 
greeted by Mrs. Tilton. Beecher lift 
ed Mrs. Tilton in his arms, kissed her 
and carried Uor into her parlor. Whe- 
ther intentionally or acoidontally, 
Louder went into the parlor unan 
nounced to got his tools which ho had 
left there, and saw Mrs. Tilton and 
Beecher in an equivocal attitude. He 
kept the latter a secret until tho scan- 
dal biokq out, when ho retailed it in 
confidence to several friends; but ho 
spoke about the kissing in the hall 'to 
several and they replied it was not an 
uncommon occurrence. Louder lias 
since buen questioned by reporters, 
but ho declares ho has nothing to say. 

In the U. S. Circuit Court members 
of tho fii tna of Clatiin & Co. and Fold, 
Morris, Teno & Co, together with Col. 
Desnnges and Cuas. L. Lawrence, 
woro arraigned to plead to tho in 
dictment found against them by the 
Grand Jury for complicity in tho silk 
smuggling frauds. All pleaded not 
guilty with the exception of Lawrence, 
who asked for time, which was grant- 
ed.

"Godfrey, send me ono box cigars, 
samo as last; half-dozen best whisky, 
one bottlo brandy.— Campbell." Mr. 
Godfrey also among other orders re- 
ceived tho following from a nogro 
member rejoicing in the honoured 
name of Sidney Herbert: — "Mr. God- 
frey, of tho Chesapeake. —Sir,— You 
will please send immediately for the 
Committee on Disinfectants a lunch 
for seven, to consist of fried chicken, 
four porter-house steaks, boiled and 
fried potatoes, with toast, one bottlo 
of brandy, two bottles Stag whisky, 
four bottles King's wine, and necessary 
fixings; also, one box cigars. Respectf- 
ully, S. W. Herbert. P. S.--Oue of 
your bottles broke before being abus- 
ed. Please send another to take its 
placo." This yearning for refresh- 
ment on the part of the Columbian 
legislators will awaken a chord of 
sympathy in the bosoms of the local 
authorities of the mother country, and 
bring tears to the eyes of our noble 
old St. Pancras. — "Pall Mall Gaz 
otte." 

While Russia is pushing hor mili- 
tary j>oHt» to tho bourcca of tlio IikIub, 

but a Bhort distance beyond which lie 
the great coal beds of Western China, 
her coal owners are assembling at 
Tangauroy to dicsuss tho subject of 
future supplies.
